Q), October 21, 1954, just outside of Buffalo, New York, ex-test 
pilot Bill Gallagher gently maneuvered a helicopter down to a 
green platform with a bull’s-eye in its center. He opened the 
transparent plastic door and motioned to the nun standing a few 
feet away. 

He grinned as she walked hesitatingly under the whirling rotor 
blade. ‘‘Don’t be afraid, Sister,”’ he reassured her. ‘‘Last week I 
took up a bishop.”

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The new ambulance that flies 
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Gallagher keeps the helicopter running while the nurse administers 
first aid. She also instructs the men how to take the top off of the 
litter, put the injured man on the stretcher and into the litter. In 
minutes the patient is buckled on helicopter bound for hospital 


*‘What’s there to be afraid of?” she 
asked. But she blessed herself be- 
fore stepping into the cabin. 

When they had reached an al- 
titude of 500 feet, she asked the 
pilot if he’d mind going a little 
slower. Gallagher thought that this 
Buck Rogerish way of traveling 
was a little too much for the Sister 
of Mercy and he wanted to bring 
the plane down. But the sister 
wouldn’t hear of it. This was the 
first time she was able to see, all at 
once, her own hospital, and she 
wanted a good look. 

Below, next to the emergency 
entrance, she could see the 20-foot 
square heliport, with its runway for 
stretchers, and white lettering that 
read “Kenmore Mercy Hospital 


Heliport.”” An aerial ambulance 
was surely a blessing, she thought; 
a heliport would have averted 
much of the nightmare of the Lu- 
cidol explosions. 

The Lucidol disaster was typical 
of the problems that beset hospital 
ambulance service in the crowded, 
industrial Niagara frontier. At 11 
a.m. on September 24, 1953, a 
series of explosions completely flat- 
tened the Lucidol peroxide manu- 
facturing plant. Sister Mechtilde 
heard the first explosion in her 
office at the hospital. Before the ex- 
plosions had stopped, the ambu- 
lance she had sent arrived at the 
plant. There were 22 dead; 33 
people needed treatment.

Gallagher brings the craft down smoothly onto the heliport only min- 
utes after the pickup. Litters are heated for service the year round 


“The police arrived right after 
the ambulance,” Sister Mechtilde 
said. ““They did the best they could 
to keep the roads clear, but the 
traffic was terrible—friends and 
relations of the employees swarmed 
all over the place. We had a diffi- 
cult time getting the victims back 
to the hospital. There’s no telling 
the amount of human suffering 
that would have been prevented if 
we'd had the heliport then.” 


an 
Gattagher, a heavy-shouldered 
Irishman with an avid devotion to 
the machines that fly mortals to the 
heavens, and the diminutive nun, 
whose spiritual interests were along 
the same lines, had first met at the 
hospital a week before. The pilot 
was sent by Bell Aircraft Corpora- 
tion in Buffalo to collaborate with 
the sister in selecting a site for the 
heliport. Before the simple landing 
platform could be constructed 
there were many basic problems 
that needed working out. One of 
the most important was to consider 
the prevailing winds, so that heli- 
copter landings wouldn’t be en- 
dangered by sudden gusts. Another 
was to figure a clear approach for 
landings, away from tall buildings 
and factories. 

“In making an approach with a 
’copter full of sick people, it’s no 
fun to have to feel your way around 
factory chimneys,” says Gallagher, 
who is an engineer and demonstra- 
tion pilot at Bell Aircraft. 

They considered building the 
heliport on top of the hospital. But 
Sister Mechtilde and the pilot dis- 
carded this plan after a quick con- 
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sultation with the architect. The 
added stress would have been too 
great. 

They selected another site at the 
rear of the hospital, but this one 
was discarded too. The winds 
weren’t right. The approach would 
be too hazardous. 

There was only one remaining 
site now, but its location was better 
suited to the hospital’s needs than 
all the others. Situated only a few 
short steps from the ambulance 
entrance, a heliport there would 
make it possible to wheel a patient 
direct from the plane into the 
hospital. 

The sister waited while Galla- 
gher, drawing upon his long ex- 
perience as fighter pilot in World 
War II, calculated the prevailing 
winds and found them ideal for a 
helicopter landing. Even better, 
there was a clear approach over 
the woods behind the hospital. 
The heliport site was flawless. 


‘The first mercy heliport in Amer- 
ica had been built a month earlier 
on the roof of Santa Monica Hos- 
pital, Santa Monica, California. 


Larry Bell, aviation pioneer and) 


president of Bell Aircraft Corpora- 
tion, was present when the first 


helicopter landed and was greatly | 


When 
he went home to Buffalo, he took 
the initiative in getting the Ken- 
more Mercy Hospital to establish 
such service. 

Since that time, Los Angeles

Immediately after landing, the hospital attendants take over. The 
patient is removed from the litter and placed on a roll stretcher. 
The nurse is from the Bell Aircraft Corporation, not the hospital, 
since Gallagher didn’t take time to stop at the hospital for pickup 


their emergency department, and 
other hospitals across the nation 
are following suit. 

The helicopter used is similar to 
those flown in rescue work during 
the Korean War, and is equipped 
with heated litters. Sister Mech- 
tilde and Gallagher plan to use it 
not only for such emergency cases 
as expectant mothers and industrial 
disasters, but also for picking up 
stranded Great Lakes fishermen 
and wounded hunters—particular- 
ly when highway traffic is heavy or 
stopped by snowstorms. 


Date within the city limits, speed 
of the helicopter pickup could save 
the life of an emergency patient, 
when immediate treatment is need- 
ed. Gallagher had clocked the 
flight time for the 17 miles from the 
*copter’s hangar to the hospital; 
the trip took only eight minutes. 
When the roads are clear it takes 
an ambulance 30 minutes to cover 
this distance. During the tourist 
season, or when the huge industries 
change shifts, an ambulance may 
be held up for hours by a traffic 
jam. 

The real impetus behind the 
mercy heliport plan was the Kor- 
ean War, where approximately 
25,000 U.N. troops were rescued 
by rotary-wing aircraft. 

**Even before Korea,” said Gal- 
lagher, “‘we were pretty familiar 
with air rescue work. Over the past 
10 years, as a good-will gesture, the 
helicopters have been on 24-hour 
emergency call from the communi-

ty, the police, and the coast guard. 
The congested Niagara frontier is a 
perfect location for experimental 
helicopter rescue.” 

During the past 10 years, in the 
vicinity of Buffalo and Niagara 
Falls, these helicopters have res- 
cued snowbound farmers, fisher- 
men stranded on ice floes, and have 
snatched up peop!c off the Niagara 
River as their boats were about to 
go over the falls. 

Gallagher and the sister recalled 
one of the first rescue missions by 
helicopter ever made. This rescue 
was in January, 1945, just outside 
of Buffalo. 

“Jack Woolams was flying a 
P-59 Airacomet at high altitude 
when the jet failed,’ Gallagher 
said. “He hit his head as he bailed 
out, and by the time he had re- 
covered enough to pull his rip cord 
he was traveling at such a high 
speed that the sudden snap of the 
opening parachute tore his flying 
boots and shoes from his feet.” 


After he had hit the ground, 
Woolams had to trudge through 
deep snow in his stocking feet. The 
temperature was only. 10 degrees 
above zero. When he finally stum- 
bled on a farmhouse, after a mile 
hike, both his feet were badly fro- 
zen. An ambulance and doctor 
were called from Buffalo, but three 
miles from the farmhouse the am- 
bulance skidded and stuck in the 
mounting drifts. There was no 
other route, and it would have

taken too long for a snowplow to 
clear the road, for now the delay of 
even a few hours’ time could have 
meant the loss of the injured pilot’s 
feet—or possibly death. 

In desperation, the doctor from 
the stalled ambulance put in a 
hurried call to the Bell Aircraft 
Corporation. Within a matter of a 
very few minutes, a helicopter had 
picked up the doctor and flew him 
on to the farmhouse where he gave 
Woolams badly needed emergency 
treatment. Later, when the roads 
were clear, the injured man was 
taken to the hospital. 


‘Bie pilot who flew this first 
mercy mission was Floyd W. Carl- 
son, a test pilot who, back in 1942, 
had the hair-raising task of teach- 
ing himself to fly a helicopter when 
this type of aircraft was first being 
developed. 

The hovering “eggbeater” has 
become a welcome and familiar 
sight to Lake Erie ice fishermen 
who are often stranded. 

Pilots like Gallagher and Carl- 
son describe these flights as ‘‘just 
routine.”’ But the mercy helicopter 
whirs off to inaccessible places in 
snow and sleet, and in weather that 
sometimes keeps even a postman 
close to home. 

“If I can see, I can fly these 
things,” Gallagher told Sister 
Mechtilde. ‘‘Even in zero visibility 
we can hover these things a few 
feet above the ground, go ahead 
slowly and sort of feel our way 
around.” 

The helicopter has become per- 
haps the greatest single mechanical 
lifesaving device in history. Com- 
bined with hospital heliports, the 
speed of helicopter pickups could 
greatly reduce the growing rate of

Von likely within the next 10 
years, the helicopter will be an im- 
portant part of the common com- 
mercial ambulance service,” says 
the sister. ““The mercy heliport is a 
limited operation right now—it’ll 
be used for perhaps 10 or 12 emer- 
gency flights a year. But if only one 
life is saved by a hospital helicopter 
pickup, it will more than repay us.” 

In the meantime, Bell Aircraft is 
designing a new helicopter, espe- 
cially for rescue work. It will have 
a four-place cabin big enough to 
accommodate the pilot, two pa- 
tients, and a doctor or nurse. 

Gallagher believes that when 
helicopter pickups by hospitals be- 
come common, the operation will 
likely be a joint venture with the 
community, county, or state. In | 
Santa Monica, California, how- 
ever, private enterprise is taking 
the initiative and a group of eight 
public-spirited businessmen have 
formed a helicopter ambulance 
service called ‘Helicopter, Ambu- 
lance & Transport Service, Inc.,” 
or “HATS” for short. They expect, 
to have three mercy helicopters 
with their pilots on call 24 hours a 
day to fly patients to hospitals in 
the Los Angeles area. When the 
*copters aren’t on mercy missions, | 
they’ll pay their way with photo- 
graphic surveys, fire patrol, and 
passenger service. 

Gallagher estimated that the 
initial costs of a flying ambulance 
and crew, including a year’s opera- 
tion of about 1,000 hours, would be 
less than $60,000. “And _ that,” 
Sister Mechtilde added, “‘is a pretty 
small sum for even one human 
life.”

1. EXTERIORS: Any improvement from lot line to lot line 
that makes for a more attractive outside picture, a more useful 
house and yard. Among many examples: General improvement 
of house’s appearance, such as done by painting, roofing, re-sid- 
ing.

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More 
super-roads 
coming! 


How are we going to pay for them? What 
about toll roads? Where will they be built? 
Will existing roads be neglected? Here’s 


the big picture of things to come 


By Edward D. Fales, Jr. 


yA year you'll be able to hop into your car, set your 
speed at 60, and “‘cruise’’ halfway across America—without 
‘“‘nerves” or fatigue, and without getting into a single traffic 
jam. 

You'll be on one-way ribbons of highway so wide and 
safe that your whole family can feel free from strain and 
worry. With ordinary care you should never have a frighten- 
ing brush with another car. For the first time you'll be free 
from those “‘close calls” that plague us all on the narrow 
roads we’ve been used to. 

For 1956 is ushering in a whole new era of safe, fast travel. 

This month you can use nonstop roads all the way from 
Indiana to Manhattan—700 miles. By November you'll go 
much farther. Starting in Oklahoma, if you wish, you’ll go 
right through to Augusta, Maine, where the “‘north woods” 
begin. That’s 2,100 miles—and for 1,800 you’ll roll on mod- 
ern 4-lane expressways, divided down the middle for safety. 


Except for a few gaps, mostly between St. Louis and Joplin, 
Missouri, you’ll never meet a car coming your way. You’ll 
never be blocked by slow trucks, or surprised by sudden 
curves. From Chicago to Boston you won't pass under a single 
traffic light. Eventually there won’t be a light or crossroad on 
the entire route. But all this is only a foretaste of the great 
“cruiseways” that are coming—and coming fast. This 
month many new super-roads are in use—it remains only 
to link them up. 

Thus for the first time we are beginning to escape from 
roads that have dotted our landscape with death. Every- 
where this year people are talking about toll roads. In 18

states more than 1,600 miles are in use—and 1,100 miles 
more are being built. 

Meanwhile in Washington this month Congress tackles a 
4,000-mile plan for interstate super-roads to lace together 
every large city. If this plan goes through, you'll see new 
freeways being built in your state—possibly within a year. 


For sale: Fast travel 


“In every state,” said a United States road expert, “plans 
are ready and engineers are waiting to see what Congress 
will do.” But not all states are waiting. So acute is the need 
that 18 states have embarked in the business of selling you 
fast, safe travel. 

They’re doing this by setting up business agencies known 
as “‘toll-road authorities.’” These borrow millions of dollars, 
hire dozens (or sometimes hundreds) of contractors, and 
blast through modern roads in record time. 

“In 2 years,” said one engineer, ““we can build a 200-mile 
super-road that couldn’t be built in 20 years with tax 
money.” 

There’s a lot of debate about whether this is good. But the 
fact is, it’s being done. The state of Kansas badly needs new 
roads between Kansas City, Topeka, and Wichita—and 
that’s 236 miles. 

“We opened for business here in Topeka in December, 
1954,” says a Kansas engineer. “On Christmas Eve we let 
our first contract.” 

“Today we have over 250 separate contracts going and 
we'll have the road open this coming October— ust 22 months 
from the day we started work.” 
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nonstop” from New York to Chicago will cover 826 miles for $10. 








Today this super-road project stands alone. But in a few 
years it will be the mid-link in a fast network linking 
Duluth, Dallas, Ft. Worth, and Mexico. 

You and your family will be able to enjoy long-trip com- 
fort such as you’ve never known. 

Where are the other new super-roads today? Which can 
you use now—and where are others being built? Which are 
tollways and which are free? 

Here’s the picture in a nutshell: 

“Until recently,” says one official, “‘California’s fine-roads 
program made the rest of the country look sick. But at last 
the East and Midwest are catching up.” 
> Ohio, a few months ago, opened its 241-mile cross-state 
toll road—two great ribbons of one-way road that whisk you 
between the Indiana border and the Pennsylvania turnpike 
in 4 hours. Now for the first time Midwest and East are 
linked for modern travel. 
> in June, Indiana will open another link: a 50-mile piece 
of its own cross-state toll pike, connecting in eastern Indiana 
with the new Ohio road. 
> In November, Indiana will push this great new toll pike 
(total length: 156 miles) west to meet Chicago’s growing 
new Calumet Skyway—and cars from New England, New 
York, and Washington, D. C., can roll virtually nonstop to 
Chicago’s Loop. 
> Far to the east, meanwhile, Massachusetts is blasting two — 
more ribbons across the Berkshire Mountains. In August, 
the Massachusetts toll road will open—and Boston will have 
a 123-mile cruiseway to tie in with New York State’s new

A LOOK at the penny and dime problems of childhood can 
help forestall the full-blown dollar neuroses that today 


drain so many adult lives of their true value and meaning 


W. take for granted that financial problems 
don’t become a reality for young people until 
they’re well into adolescence and “out on 
their own.” 

Money? That’s for parents to worry about. 
Perhaps because parents do worry so much 
about money, they overlook the very real 
financial problems of the children who share 
their lives. 

But such problems are of crucial impor- 
tance in personality growth. More and more, 
we hear of “‘money neuroses” among adults 
today. 

Recently, an anxious mother spoke with me 
regarding what she feared was an abnormal, 
miserly attitude on the part of her 11-year-old 
son, Bert. She is often embarrassed by his frank 
requests for money from relatives and friends. 
‘Please don’t give me anything as a gift—just 
the money,” is his standard request. 

He wouldn’t consider using his own allow- 
ance money to buy a comic book, a sundae, or 
a ticket to the Saturday movie. Either he gets 
these by begging them or he does without, and 
gladly, as long as his savings are not depleted. 

When his parents ask him to perform er- 
rands or tasks, his standard response is “‘How 
much is it worth to you?”’ His ambition is to 
be “‘the richest man in the world.” 

I have since met the boy, and, if anything, 
his mother underestimated the depth of her 
problem. 

Bert is a juvenile version of the anxious, 
money-driven man whose sense of security lies 
in the pot of shiny gold of the fairy tales, a 
security which in reality can never be reached 
but only groped for, with ulcers to mark the 
way. : 

Most important of all, I have since met 
Bert’s father. He zs that man, and he already 
has his share of ulcers. 

Bert’s intense need for “‘collecting’? money 
is an almost mirror-like reflection of his 
father’s desperate need to win emotional secu- 
rity via a fat bank account. 

The value of going to a ball game, or fixing 
that broken bike, or attending a children’s 
concert—all of the precious experiences of 
growing up—are weighed and measured by 
Bert’s father in terms of “how much does it 
cost?”’ and “‘couldn’t the money be saved for 
another purpose?”

1 3 Ib. fryer-broiler, cut up

tain, and banana plantations are 
nestled neat, native huts. Unpre- 
tentious, picturesque, inexpensive 
to erect, these functional homes are 
constructed of sturdy willow poles 
spaced apart for ventilation. Cook- 
ing is done outdoors under the tall, 
swaying palms. In fact, except for 
sleeping, life is lived outdoors. 
Chickens, dogs, ducks, pigs, and 
children scurry underfoot in a hap- 
py, noisy jumble. 


Each native owns his own small 
acreage, most of it acquired under 
Mexico’s sweeping land-reform 
laws which cut up the feudal ha- 
ciendas with their peon system of 
labor (virtual slavery) into smaller 
tracts under the so-called gido 
(communal) setup. For food and 


drink, for sale or barter, the na- 
tive’s productive palmeras supply 
him with most of his wherewithal; 
something he actually has nothing 
much more to do about than climb 
the lofty palms to harvest his coco- 
nuts. And this nut, much like the 
hog, is wholly usable: its meat to 
eat, milk to drink, its hard shell for 
scoops, dishes and such, its outer 
shell yielding fiber for door mats or 
making excellent scouring pads. 
Quick-producing crops such as 
papayas, bananas, and plantains, 
the latter high in food value and 
excellent eating, form an addition- 
al source of food or income. The 
Pacific Ocean in his front yard, the

We found our Eden in Mexico 


his lovely native state of Nayarit, 
and speaking our language after 
years in the United States, Don 
Mike took us in tow. As he will 
you! With him we roamed and 
boated far and wide; through him 
we saw places and things the aver- 
age tourist simply does not. It was 
Don Mike who arranged a jaunt to 
nearby Mexcaltitan, a tiny dot on 
a few maps, absent from most. And 
itself worth a visit to Nayarit. 

This unbelievable islet lies at the 
mouth of the San Pedro River; can 
be reached only by dugout canoe, 
harbors a few hundred contented 
fishing families and, a thing quite 
unheard of in Mexico, doesn’t 
sport one single burro! 

Never had I felt more like a 
visiting potentate than when our 
craft finally rounded a bend and 
hove in sight of this tiny fisherman’s 
paradise. Suddenly the great, 
cracked church bells started ring- 
ing as a welcome to us. Half of the 
population, headed by their priest, 
Padre Jesus Ponce, was on hand to 
greet us. It had been a long, long 
time since norteamericanos had set 
a foot on their 300x400 yards of 
tierra. 

And we still look back to our 
Mexcaltitan visit as a fantastic 
dream; one overflowing with mem- 
ories of children, pigs, dogs, ducks, 
and cows happily wallowing around 
in the shallow waters, of sailing 
canoes darting hither and yon, of 
hospitality and . . . food. 


Jit as summer approached and 
prior to the heavy June rains 
we witnessed an interesting sight. 
Quite unexpectedly, even spookily, 
small groups of Cora or Huichol 
Indians would appear from no- 
where, solemnly march waist-deep 
in the sea. After going through 
some sort of ceremonial, they would 
**plant’ corn in Mother Sea, broad- 
casting the seed. And this in sup- 
plication to their deity to grant 
bountiful maize crops. 

The Coras and Huicholes are 
easily distinguished by their strange 
pancake headgear and the fine 
embroidery on the men’s clothing. 
The Huicholes trim their sombreros 
by hanging oval trinkets, often 
flattened bottle tops, on the brim. 
The number of these is supposed to 
indicate the livestock they own. 

These peaceful folks, expert as 
hunters and trackers, are tremen- 
dous long-distance hikers like their 
Tarahumara brethren on the other 
side of the Sierra Madre Occiden- 
tal. For no apparent good reason, 
they'll come to town, gawk around 
at civilization which they want no 
part of, window-shop, then calmly 
march back again the 100 miles or 
so to their mountain hideouts. 

Whatever is said about them: 
dirty, lazy, shiftless, there is this 
remarkable (and refreshing) differ- 
ence between them on one side, the 
Mexicans and us on the other. We 
have nothing they want; they have 
something most of us crave badly. 
These Indians know where the 
gold is in the Sierras. No one, not

even the cruel, gold-hungry Span- 
iard ever has been able to elicit or 
torture this information from them. 

On this memorable trip, our 
main problems, housing and inex- 
pensive living (in solid comfort!) 
had been solved by the acquisition 
of a good, used travel trailer. Lack- 
ing a trailer, there are other ave- 
nues open to the visitor who might 
want to tarry and save on expenses. 
For those imbued with a sporting, 
pioneering spirit, camping is feasi- 
ble, becoming increasingly popular 
—and quite safe. Never were we 
the slightest annoyed or molested, 
no matter where we parked our 
trailer. In isolated spots, especially, 
the natives would stare in wide- 
eyed wonderment at our glistening 
house. We always invited them in 
and, for the timid youngsters, Jody 
made it a point always to have a 
stock of inexpensive dulces (sweets). 

Hotel rates in this part of the 
country vary, from about $6— 
American plan—in the plush 
places, down to the unbelievable 
level of slightly more than $1 a day 
for clean room and _ substantial 
board in the off-the-main-highway 
pueblos! 

Houses of various dimensions, 
some actually ancient and huge 
mansions, can be rented reason- 
ably in Tepic; there is a housing 
shortage now in San Blas. But it 
would be no great trick at all to 
build an improved, typically San 
Blasian native casita, for about as 
much as you and I would probably 
pay out in a month or two rental. 

As for us? We already have es- 
tablished our own beachhead, hav- 
ing managed, through fortuitous 
circumstances or just plain Hiber- 
nian luck, to acquire the type of 
dream lot one reads about. Here 
someday I hope to park my spe- 
cially equipped trailer and aug- 
ment it with a cool palm-frond 
utility shack. 


| not quite all is moon- 
light and roses in my Nirvana. San 
Blas, the entire coast line, is subject 
at times to the same pestiferous 
bugs found in the Florida Keys, 
sand flies, called jeyenes in Mexico 
and “‘no-sees”’ by my spouse. They 
swarm and sting when a lull occurs 
in the trade winds. The remedy is 
simple, daub some anti-insect 
liquid on, get behind screen, burn 
some trash or palm leaves. The 
smoke chases them off. Then too, 
this coastal plain gets hot and 
humid in summer. So do New 
York, Kansas City, and Miami 
Beach. But you always have pleas- 
ant Tepic to fall back on, in less 
than an hour’s super-scenic drive. 

Time, which no one pays any 
attention to back there, sneaked up 
on us. The expiration date of our 
tourist permits was marching to- 
wards its deadline and business 
stateside was calling. It took us a 
solid week to bid our new friends 
adios. And, hasta luego, for sure. 

And so, mi amigos, go west—to 
Western Mexico and its Nayarit 
Nirvana.

Towels with a 


| 3 fun to your stint at the sewing machine. Zigzag 
machines and the straight- and slant-needle attach- 
ments make light work of many favorite hand stitches. 

Here are newfangled ways to use one of them—it is 
Grandma’s satin stitch. With a machine this is simply 
a very, very closely spaced zigzag stitch, with the top 
tension somewhat looser than the bobbin tension so that 
the top thread in each stitch is drawn underneath the 
fabric by the bobbin thread. 

Each machine is a bit different mechanically. So 
check instruction book and local sewing center. 


Here’s how to applique a design 





Choose a simple outline form such as the fish motif shown in 
color on page 65. Size of design is decided by folding towel in 
thirds —so it’s larger on bath towel than face towel. Fabric for 
appliqued pieces, and thread, which you use for outlining, can 
be chosen to repeat or accent other colors used in the bathroom 


I First, draw shape of the fish on 
paper and copy details of bath mat. 
Trace design on fine percale. It is 
long wearing and launders well. Use 
a tracing wheel and dressmakers’ 
carbon to transfer design to percale. 
It helps to pin paper to fabric so 
lines won't slip. Work on firm pad- 
ded surface to prevent sharp wheel 
from marring top. Trim design. 





2 Pin applique piece firmly to the 
towel. Machine-baste fabric to towel 
with wide, zigzag stitch. 

Now adjust machine to satin stitch 
and go over all lines. Outline of fish 
is wider than other lines. 

After first layer of satin stitches 
cut out openings in fishtail so that 
toweling shows. Next layer covers 
raw edges— gives padded effect. 
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personal touch 


Buy a pattern or design your own 


Let the whole family get in 
the act! Fanciful designs of 
yours or children’s can be just 
right to outline or applique. 
These ideas of “at home” 
artists are almost as easy to 
sew as stitching a seam. They 
use block letters, squarish 
shapes, and gradual curves. 
Set machine for satin stitch. 
Attach the grooved or chan- 
neled foot. Pin paper pattern 
to towel; stitch. Go over the 
stitches for padded effect. 


I Some monogram letters which you 
buy are script type. (Picture 4.) 
They need special handling, so the 
towel won’t pucker, and so you can 
achieve a tapered effect. 

For body, some companies sug- 
gest a backing of unwoven interfac- 
ing. To hold towel and backing taut 
use embroidery hoop. Attach it to 
the wrong side of the towel. 





3 Now remove hoop. On wrong side 
of towel, clip backing close to the 
stitches, after removing hoop. 

Replace hoop; on right side go 
over letter with wider stitch. 

After practicing, you can taper 
letters; one way is to turn towel un- 
der needle. On some machines you 
ean taper letters by moving width 


lever (also called bight). 
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2 Now turn work to right side. Pin 
paper pattern of monogram in place. 
For three-letter monogram as on 
page 61, trace all on one pattern. 

You can work with or without 
grooved foot. Hoop must be used 
when foot is removed. Here, hoop 
keeps work firm. First stitching is 
relatively narrow. As you stitch, pa- 
per pattern falls away.

Party Sponge Cake 


A feathery, company-style cake you can 
make five different ways— 

1 cup sifted cake flour 

1 teaspoon baking powder 

14 teaspoon salt 

2 eggs 

1 cup sugar 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

V4 cup milk 

1 tablespoon butter or margarine 
Sift together flour, baking powder, 
and salt. With electric mixer, beat 
eggs till thick and foamy, about 3 
minutes; gradually add the sugar, 
beating constantly till well blend- 
ed. Add vanilla; then beat ther- 
oughly, about 4 minutes. Mean- 
while scald milk; add butter and 
stir to melt. To egg mixture, quick- 
ly add sifted dry ingredients; stir 
by hand till just mixed. Stir in the 
milk mixture. Pour into paper- 
lined 9x1}4-inch round pan. Bake 
in moderate oven (350°) about 35 
minutes. Let cake stand in pan 15 
minutes before removing. 


Variations 
Coffee Sponge: Add 1)% tea- 
spoons instant coffee to 4 cup hot 
water. Use hot coffee instead of 
milk. 


Fluffy Orange Cake: Add 114 
tablespoons grated orange peel to 
batter just before pouring into pan. 


Spicy Sponge Cake: Sift 14 tea- 
spoon cinnamon, 14 teaspoon all- 
spice, 44 teaspoon cloves, 4 tea- 
spoon nutmeg with dry ingredients. 


Chocolate Polka-dot Cake: Add 
1¢ cup grated unsweetened choco- 
late to batter just before pouring 
into pan. 


Cocoa Cream Topper: Stir 3 
tablespoons sugar and 2 table- 
spoons cocoa into 44 cup heavy 
cream. Chill 1 hour; Sect stiff. 


Apricot Whip: Combine 1 egg 
white, dash grated lemon peel, 1 
teaspoon lemon juice, and 14 cup 
sugar in top of double boiler. Cook 
over boiling water, beating con- 
stantly, till peaks are formed, about 
4 minutes. Fold in 4 cup cooked 
dried apricots, chopped. 


Orange Frosting: Thoroughly 
cream together 2 tablespoons but- 
ter and 1 cup sifted confectioners’ 
sugar. Stir in 1 unbeaten egg yolk 
and 1% teaspoon grated orange 
peel. Add 1 tablespoon orange 
juice as frosting becomes thick.

M..: groundcovers are sold in small sizes, after being grown in 
pots to establish good root systems. Vigorous types may be shipped in 
bundles, bare root. Allow at least one plant for each square foot. 


Planting: Cultivate the soil full depth of spade and mix in peat 
or compost if available. Rake in two or three pounds of a balanced 
plant food, such as 6-10-4, for each 100 square feet. 

Set plants in staggered rows, so they are equidistant apart. When 
the soil has been spaded deeply, the planting goes swiftly. A trowel 
is usually preferred for setting the plants in the earth. Firm the soil 
about the roots, and then water entire bed liberally.

Lily-of-the-valley

pink patch, and water molds caused by pythium. It 
did not injure any of the major lawn grasses on which 
it was tested. 


Brine shrimp good test subjects 


Brine shrimp, the tiny crustaceans sold in pet shops 
for tropical fish food, look like they will be valuable 
in future insecticide research. 

U.S.D.A. pathologists have discovered that the tiny 
animals are extremely sensitive to dilute concentra- 
tions of insecticides. They show toxic symptoms from 
as little as one part in a million of such common in- 
secticides as DDT, lindane, and toxaphene. 

This gives research workers a valuable new method 
for detecting traces of insecticides in foods suspected 
of being contaminated. As new chemicals are devel- 
oped, their insecticidal value can be checked quickly 
and cheaply. 


Eat hearty—the food's safe 


Are insecticides contaminating our food? Each state 
has procedures for checking residues and taking foods 
off the market if residues are too high. Both chemical 
tests and biological tests—such as the brine-shrimp 
test—are used to determine toxic levels. 

California has one of the most rigid control systems 
covering pesticide residues. In 10 years of investiga- 
tion, scientists at the University of California made 
30,000 separate analyses of suspected foods without 
turning up a single case where the level might have 
been harmful. 

Their tests were accurate enough to detect as little 
as one pint of an insecticide in 6,000 carloads of food. 
Most samples tested between one-tenth to one-hun- 
dredth of the permitted residue. 


Sugar maples threatened 


The U. S: Forestry Service Laboratory at New Haven, 
Connecticut, is investigating a new disease of sugar 
maples. And the disease is serious enough to cast 
doubt on the future of maple syrups. 

The fungus is attacking trees all along the New Eng- 
land coast, from Connecticut to Maine. Since the dis- 
ease spreads through the soil, chances of eradicating 
the disease are practically nil. Cutting down infected 
trees does little good. 

Maples under a foot in diameter are usually at- 
tacked. Watery blisters on the bark open to form long 
cracks. When punctured, the blisters ooze a reddish- 
brown fluid. Sap stains in the wood—reddish-brown 
with orange-green margins—are a sure sign of infec- 
tion. 


New systemic really socks red spiders 


The British, who have pioneered in developing sys- 
temic insecticides, have developed a new one with 
great promise. It has a complicated name that sounds 
like a college yell backwards—Q, 0o diethyl] S-B-diethyl- 
phosphorthiolate. 

Less than two parts in a million in a direct contact 
spray killed 50 percent of the red spiders on infected 
plants. Higher doses gave complete kill. Any excess 
was absorbed by the plants, making them resistant to 
further infestation. 

The chemical is not on the market yet, but may be 
available within two or three years.

Oklahomans are already begin- 
ning to call the soon-to-be-finished 
2,100-mile route to far-off Maine 
the ““Trans-America Expressway.” 
This route includes the eastern toll 
roads across Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Massachusetts, New York, 
Connecticut, New Jersey, Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, and Indiana. 

But it also includes the new 
Route 66 expressway now being 
pushed from Chicago to Spring- 
field, Missouri. 

And coming up to join this over- 
land network, meanwhile, is Okla- 
homa’s own 3-year-old Turner 
turnpike. Today it links Oklahoma 
City and Tulsa, to the east. But in 
°56 it will be pushed still farther 
east to Joplin, Missouri. Then 
there will remain only an 88-mile 
gap of older roads needed to join 
up the Route 66 freeway. This gap 
may not be closed for several years. 


What all the shooting’s about 


But there’s been a lot of argu- 
ment. Are all these super-roads 
“really necessary?’’ Are toll roads 
going to peril our “free” highway 
system? 

And is the United States plan— 
which you may have heard called 
a “$101 billion plan”—just a vast 
luxury that is going to load us with 
debt? (One critical member of 
Congress called it a “bonds for 
boulevards” plan.) 

Let’s look at the United States 
plan first. To begin with, it is not a 
$101 billion plan. It’s true that, ifit 
goes through, our streets and roads 
will cost us $101 billion in the next 
10 years. 

But that’s misleading: In the 
first place, that $101 billion isn’t a 
federal expense—it’s what will be 
spent by the United States. plus 
every state, county, town, and city. 

The real truth is this: We're going 
to spend half that amount anyway— 
just to continue today’s haphazard, 
hand-to-mouth program. 

Today, the United States gives 
your state $50 to match every $50 
it spends on our 600,000 miles of 
federal-aid roads. That’s known as 
the “50-50” federal-aid plan. On 
interstate “backbone roads” the 
ratio has been boosted to 60-40. 

But now the nation so desperate- 
ly needs better roads that the Unit- 
ed States proposes to give your 
state a 90-10 bonus. For every $1 
that your state spends to convert 
the vital routes to super-roads 
Uncle Sam will pay $9. 


How will we foot the bill 
Now where will Uncle Sam get the 


money? 

There’s the rub. There have 
been 3 suggestions: 

1. Raise it all by 30-year bonds. 

2. Raise it partly by bonds and 
partly by higher taxes (on gasoline, 
diesel fuel, trucks, busses, truck 
tires); and by higher bridge and 
tunnel tolls. 






More super-roads 


3. Skip the bonds and special 
taxes and raise it by adding to 
everybody’s income tax. The states 
may have to do this anyhow—and 
to boost property taxes—to raise 
their share. This proposal has not 
been too seriously considered. 

But while Congress is trying to 
decide what to do, here’s how you 
can figure what it’s going to cost 
you—one way or another: 

Today you spend 9 cents a mile 
(average) to own and run a car. 

If the United States plan goes 
through, you'll pay 944 cents a 
mile. 

That’s the simple arithmetic of 
it, and it’s based on national aver- 
ages, of course. 

But in any event, the engineers 
say, youll save money. In fact, you'll 
pocket a dime for every 10 miles 
you travel on the new roads. 

That’s because today’s stop- 
slow-go traffic burns up lots of gas, 
wears out tires, brakes, and is hard 
on your engine and transmission. 

In Los Angeles awhile back the 
Automobile Club of Southern 
California tried an experiment. 
One day its engineers ran a 133- 
mile test trip over Los Angeles’ 
great system of freeways. Next day 
they made the same trip—but on 
nearby city streets. By freeway, the 
trip took three hours. On city streets, 
it took more than six hours. By free- 
way, the test car didn’t have to 
make a single stop. But on the city 
streets it made 298 stops! And the 
cost? By city streets: 8 cents a mile. 
By freeway: 4 cents a mile. That’s 
how modern roads save money. 
Detroit engineers say it costs you 
3.3 cents every time you stop at a 
traffic light.-In open country the 
cost is less—but still runs around 1 
cent a mile. If you drive 10,000 
miles a year, that’s $100. 


Twice as many cars coming 


But is all this worth higher taxes, 
or a debt of billions to be paid by 
our children—so long as we can 
still struggle along on today’s 
streets and roads? 

The engineers’ answer is this: 

“*If we don’t build these roads our 
children will be swamped, not only 
in traffic but in debt. They'll have 
to build them anyway—for there 
will be twice as many cars in the 
next 10 years alone. And in the 
meantime our children will have 
lost many more billions than we'll 
spend—through business strangu- 
lation, accident costs, insurance, 
and wear and tear. Today’s in- 
credible death toll and the accident 
toll (1 injury in every 100 families 
every year) will skyrocket. 

“Furthermore, if we DO build 
the roads, we'll be saving ourselves 
money. For California has found 
that its freeways are paying for 
themselves, through savings to 
motorists, in just three years!” 


Pro and con of tolls 


Now what about those toll roads? 
Are they good or bad? 
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COMING serie on neve co 


Years ago, the United States was 
plagued by toll roads, toll bridges, 
toll canals, toll ferries. Gradually 
we shook free of them. Today the 
toll roads are booming again—and 
a lot of people, especially motel, res- 
taurant, and gas-station owners are 
frantic. They’re being bypassed. 

But what about the driver—you? 

The American Automobile As- 
sociation, speaking for 5,000,000 
drivers, is firmly pledged to the 
idea that all roads should be free. 
But on the other hand, the A.A.A. 
admits it hasn’t heard many com- 
plaints from drivers. 

‘People are so glad to get free 
of today’s shabby death-trap roads 
that they haven’t been complain- 
ing about tolls,” one official said. 

“People who don’t use the toll 
roads find that older roads nearby 
now aren’t jammed for the first 
time in years. Some roads like New 
York’s cross-state Route 20, once 
snarled with traffic, are now a 
pleasure todrive: the heavy through 
traffic has gone over to the New 
York Thruway.” 

But it’s from the merchants and 
innkeepers along these older roads 
that the angriest attacks are com- 
ing. Toll roads, they claim, are un- 
fair double-taxation. You not only 
pay a gas tax but you pay tolls 
often equal to 21 cents a gallon. 
They say, too, that toll roads are 
bad economy: For every $1 that 
goes into the road itself we spend 
another 75 cents for bond interest 
and “administration” —special pa- 
‘rols, toll-takers, business offices. 

Furthermore, the critics say toll 
roads depreciate parallel main 
roads and the latter are allowed to 
go to pieces. Another criticism: 
Toll roads dump traffic where 
there are no facilities to handle it, 
and create local jams. 

It’s true that some drivers join 
the attack too. On a toll road you 
are a “captive customer.” At serv- 
ice areas you have no choice of 
restaurants: there’s no competi- 
tion. And gas stations, having a 
monopoly concession, some critics 

say, can charge you more. 

And on top of that the toll roads 
are so easy to drive that they get 
monotonous; you bypass historic 
towns. The scenery is flattened out. 
You don’t follow winding valleys 
—you zoom right across them. 


No “‘free’’ roads 


But the toll men fire right back. 
To begin with, they say, some of 
these things are true of all modern 
expressways, toll or free. And they 
say it’s unfair to compare toll roads 
with “free” roads because there is 
really no such thing as a “free 
road.” 

“Why, every time you buy a 
gallon of gas, you’re paying toll in 
the form of a gas tax,” they say. 

As for the lost business, toll men 
admit, that admittedly is a grave 
problem for a lot of people. 

“But the question,” said one, “‘is 
this: Is the problem greater for 
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these roadside merchants than it is 
for the motorists who now struggle 
to get safely past endless webs of 
driveways—on which cars are 
turning out from lunch stands, gas 
stations, and stores?” 

The toll men claim, too, that 
their roads free millions of dollars 
of taxes for use on lesser roads. 

“Only one toll road today isn’t 
paying its way,” said a spokesman. 
“‘That’s the new 2-lane toll road 
through scenic West Virginia. But 
we didn’t expect this one to earn 
money at first: It’s planned as the 
nucleus of a network we hope soon 
will connect Cleveland with Flori- 
da. Only then will it come into its 
own.” 

Topping all the criticism, the 
enemies of toll roads claim that 
they are a “last resort.” 

To this the toll men reply: 

“That’s quite true. When you 
can’t get the money any other way 
—you have to build toll roads.” 

Like them or not, the toll roads 
are a straw in a rising wind. 

“Most of them are carrying far 
more cars than we thought they 
ever would,” says one engineer. 
“‘They’re showing that the public 
is determined now to get better roads. 

“If Congress okays the United 
States ‘Interstate plan’ you’ll see a 
sharp increase in freeways in five 
years. 

“But if it doesn’t, you’re going to 
see a lot more toll roads.”’ 

What chance, then does the 
United States plan have of passing? 

It’s too early to predict, but the 
road men daily are growing more 
optimistic. Better roads will be top- 
order business in Washington this

More super-roads coming

winter. One way or another, the 
experts say, Congress will work out 
a businesslike way of investing bil- 
lions in roads—as an industry in- 
vests to improve its ability to make 
money. 

However Congress works it out, 
General Lucius D. Clay, head of 
President Eisenhower’s highway 
advisory committee, now says: 

‘Make no mistake—those new roads 


will be built!’ 


What the new roads are like 


If you haven’t used the new long- 
distance expressways you have a 
pleasant surprise coming. There 
are no jams, sharp turns, or blind 
hills. You never have to stop—in 
fact, you’re forbidden to stop ex- 
cept at “service areas” often many 
miles apart. (A stopped car on an 
expressway is as deadly as a log 
on a railroad track.) 

You never meet a car coming 
your way—for the road ribbon you 
use is always ‘“‘one-way.” Cars go- 
ing the other way are far over on 
the opposite side of a grassy island 
which may be 15 feet wide in cities 
and from 30 to 300 feet wide in the 
country. 

There are no cars shooting out 
of side roads, gas-station or store 
driveways, no “drunks” speeding 
out from tavern driveways. For 
these are “limited access” roads— 
in effect, they’re fenced in like a 
railroad—and you enter and leave 
only at special “‘gates.”’ Near cities 
these may be 2 and 3 miles apart, 
but in the country they may be 20 
miles apart. 

Best of all, you rarely touch your 
brake or horn, you get no “traffic 
nerves,” and your family is at least 
four times safer than on ordinary 
roads. (Maine’s turnpike today is 
seven times safer than U. S. 1 near- 
by). When the Pennsylvania turn- 
pike opened there were bad crashes 
—mostly rear-enders. People had 
not learned that you can’t chase 
bumpers on a thruway. At 60, if 
you’re wise, you will cruise a full 
quarter-mile behind the car ahead. 
Today, drivers are learning, and 
the Penn pike is much safer. 

If the road is built to the new 
United States “Interstate” stand- 






ards each lane is at least 12 feet 
wide. That means your ribbon is at 
least 24 feet wide—and it has a 
paved outside shoulder at least 10 
feet wide. 

That’s 34 feet in all going each 
way. You find it hard to realize 
that many main roads still have a 
total width of 18 feet—and little or 
no shoulder. And that’s for traffic go- 
ing both ways! 

Curves on this new road are so 
wide and sweeping that you scarce- 
ly turn your wheel. United States 





What’s the toll? 


Tolls run from about 1.2 cents a 
mile to 1.7 cents. On Ohio’s turn- 
pike it’s $3 for 247 miles or 1.2 
cents a mile. On Oklahoma’s Tur- 
ner turnpike you pay $1.40 for the 
88 miles from Oklahoma City to 
Tulsa. The new 157-mile Indiana 
toll road will charge $1.95 for pas- 
senger cars; up to $10.25 for trucks. 











standards call for curves on which 
you can see at least 900 feet ahead. 
(On many of today’s older curves 
you can’t see 150 feet.) 

Hills are so gradual that even 
trucks move at 50 or 60 mph. You 
rarely climb more than 3 feet in 
100—or what engineers call a 3- 
percent grade. You scarcely know 
you’re going uphill. 

The United States recommends 
a center island at least 56 feet wide. 
Thus your new road is quieter. There’s 
no whoosh-whoosh of cars going the 
other way. 

How fast can you go? Limits are 
usually 60 and 70 for cars, 50 and 
60 for trucks. But one state may go 
to 75. 

At the risk of some day finding 
themselves out of date, United 
States engineers who set the stand- 
ards say roads should be designed 
for 70 mph. That’s as fast, they say, 
as you can handle a car with safety. 
Indiana, however, is engineering 
its new toll road for 80—even 
though the speed limit will be 65. 
The’ Kansas turnpike will have no 
top limit. But it well have a mini- 
mum: 40.

Your pet and mine 
Begins on page 110 


We have a Siamese cat, but we 
are afraid we cannot keep him be- 
cause he is so destructive with his 
nails. He has ruined slipcovers, dra- 
peries, and chairs. a can we 
teach him not to scratch and claw? 

Recently a safe, humane meth- 
od has been devised for the surgical 
removal of the toenails of cats. This 
new technique is done under anes- 
thesia and does not cause any dis- 
comfort, nor does it disfigure the 
feet. At first many people were 
skeptical of this operation, but it 
has proved satisfactory to both the 
cat and the owner. We have per- 
formed it on our own cats and we 
find that even without toenails on 
either the front or hind feet, they 
are still able to climb trees, hunt, 
and defend themselves almost as 
well as when they had nails. At 
first we were surprised at this, but 
two summers of observation of our 
cats out-of-doors has proved the 
worth of this operation. 


For several years I have trans- 
ported my two hunting dogs in the 
trunk of my car, going to and from 
the lake where we hunt. My neigh- 
bor tells me this is dangerous and 
dogs have been killed this way. What 
do you think? 

Many people carry dogs in the 
trunk of the car without harmful 
results to the dog. Two precautions 
should be taken; first, to see that 
the trunk is entirely sealed off from 
carbon-monoxide gas from the ex- 
haust, and second, that the dogs 
can receive enough oxygen so as 
not to impair their breathing. In 
summer a third precaution should 
be taken and this is to see that the 
dogs do not suffer from heat ex- 
haustion. If these precautions are 
taken, there is no danger in trans- 
porting the dogs in the trunk. 


My 9-month-old cat is troubled 
with constipation. Should I give it 
a laxative? 

It is unusual for a young cat to 
be constipated. A teaspoon of min- 
eral oil, given by mouth, and a 
weekly feeding of liver will usually 
relieve an ordinary case of con- 
stipation. If the condition does not 
respond to this treatment you 
should consult your veterinarian. 


We have a 3-year-old cocker to 
which we try to give good care. How- 
ever, when we ed him or try to 
trim his nails, even though we are 
gentle, he bites us. Why? 

Dogs can’t be blamed too much 
for objecting to the pulling of the 
comb through their coats to re- 
move mats of hair. Although it is 
not too painful, it is annoying to 
the dog. It is easy to tie the mouth 
shut with the use of an ordinary 
shoestring, tied "around the muzzle. 
This does not hurt the dog.

The diary of a 


PYuin dirt gardener 


By Marry R. O Brien 











After a leisurely breakfast, Maggie took the trimmings off our Christmas 
tree and David and [I toted it outdoors. Donald is to plant it at his place 


Jan. 1 A wonderful day for Geor- 
gia or Texas, and temperature 
nearly as high here as out in sunny 
California at the big Rose Bowl 
game. 

After a leisurely breakfast, Mag- 
gie took the trimmings off our 
Christmas tree and David and I 
toted it outdoors. Donald is to 
take it over to his place and set it 
out. With his own, it makes a start 
for the new yard. 


Jan. 2 No rest for the wicked— 
nor the saints.either, for that mat- 
ter. Here I could be taking a win- 
ter snooze, but my conscience is 
pricking again. 

For instance, Maggie reminds 
me that I never did finish gather- 
ing up all the leaves from the lawn. 
And why don’t I prune back the 
bushes which have grown up over 
the south dining-room window? 

I can think of some other things 
she doesn’t know about. The hand 
toois have never been cleaned up 
and the glads haven't all been 
processed for winter, either. Some 
are still where I left them on the 
basement floor. 


Ban. 4 Carried the forgotten glad 
corms to basement workbench. Put 
on my leather garden gloves and 
began to twist off the old dried 
mumunies and discard them. Tossed 
out a few corms that looked like 
they were diseased. 

What remained were healthy, 
well cured and clean. I put them in 
flats, one layer deep and stored *em 
in our basement storage room. I 
should have treated them, too, 
with DDT to kill off any possible 
thrips that had settled down for a 
comfortable winter. But, at that 
moment, in walked Donald to talk 
over a little family business. So 
DDT-ing was postponed. 


Jan. 6 My affairs brought me 
home for lunch today and found 
Maggie had taken off to some 
church doings with eatin’ con- 
nected therewith. So I took over 
for myself—one bowl of not-too- 
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crisp cereal flakes and one saucer of 
prunes. Humble and wholesome! 

As I ate and mused, I could 
plainly see that Maggie’s one am- 
aryllis by the window was 15 inches 
high and two big buds at the top 
were beginning to unfold just a bit. 

As I descended to the basement 

to get feed for the birds, I saw that 
the second amaryllis down there 
had begun to grow. too. So I gave 
it some extra water. 
Jan. 7 Colder today, down below 
freezing—and mavbe this will slow 
down the numerous queries that 
have been coming these past few 
“spring” days. 

“My tulip and crocus bulbs are 
beginning to come up,” is the wail. 
“My roses are beginning to grow. 
Will the plants be ruined? What 
can I do about it?” 

My answer is that nothing can 
be done now. Come spring, the 
bulbs will come on up and bloom 
and nobody will remember that 
the tips showed in January. 

As to roses, they may be killed 
back more when spring arrives. 
This will mean heavier pruning. 
Rosebushes which die over winter 
are usually those which were in 
poor shape in the fall. Or maybe 
they stand in water in a bed which 
does not have good drainage. 


Jan. & After I was garbed in work 
regalia this Saturday afternoon, I 
found the ground had thawed too 
much to be stepped on. So I just 
fed the birds and carried out some 
of the debris of civilization. 

Thence to the basement work- 
bench where I potted up three 
gloxinia tubers. First, I found 
three 5-inch pots. Scrubbed these 
in hot water to get them cleaned 
and soaked up. Then I put some 
pieces of broken pot in the bottom 
for drainage. 

I filled the pots to about an 
inch below the top with some soil 
already on hand. (I use a mixture 
of a third each of soil, sand, and 
peat or compost.) Settled each 
tuber in place and filled in more 





soil so the top was barely covered. 

Opinions vary on this. Some say 
to bury the tuber down an inch. 
Others say to leave the top ex- 
posed. I compromise. 


Van. 9 Being Sunday, Maggie and 
I babysat with the grandkiddies 
while Donald and Janet went to 
church. I caught Maggie trying to 
teach baby Danny how to walk. 

My theory is to just let a baby 
take its own time and walk when 
it gets the notion by itself. 


Jan. 11 Ground too muddy to 
walk on. My good wife hinted that 
by standing on the grass I might 
reach over and get a start on prun- 
ing. What I did, though, was walk 
back on the grassy paths and take 
a peek at my rosebushes. As far as 
I can tell, they’re in good shape. 


Jan. 15 That one amaryllis had 
eight blooms on it this morning. 
Even David stopped to take a look 
before dashing off. Down in the 
basement, the other had grown up 
six inches high, so I carried this 
upstairs to sunlight. 


Jan. 16 “Young man,” I made 
oration to David as he ate his late 
breakfast this Sunday morning, 
‘you can now go out and earn your 
room and board for the month. 
While the ground is frozen, you 
can spread straw over the straw- 
berry bed. You should have done 
it weeks ago.” 

So out went David. He was 
gone quite a while, before he came 
back. I went out. No straw on 
strawberries. What he had done 
was put aluminum foil around the 
base of his seedling oak trees to 
keep the rabbits away. 


Jan. 19 Great are the blessings of 
a home freezer! Ours gave us sup- 
per fresh right out of last summer’s 
garden—green bush beans and 
rhubarb.

Jan. 20 In late afternoon was to 
meet Maggie in the lobby of a ho- 
tel downtown. Met our whole state 
nursery association while I waited. 
They were holding the annual 
meeting there and you should 
have seen how my old nurserymen 
friends greeted me. No wonder, 
considering how I’ve been such a 
good customer of theirs these many 
years. 

One of these nurserymen also 
handles a line of nursery spades, 
shovels, and other tools. I gave him 
an order for two—one a short- 
handled shovel to handle dirt and 
sand, the other with a diamond 
point for digging holes. 

*‘Are you giving these new ones 
to Donald,” says he, ‘“‘or will you 
keep the new ones and give him 
your old ones?” 

I don’t know the answer yet. But 
whichever. it will stop Donald lug- 
ging my own down to his place. 
Ever since he has been married, 
every time I want to dig a hole to 
set out a rose or a bush, I have to 
go down to his place and bring my 
tools back home.

Van. 31 “What a big flower for 
such a small pot!

Winter Garden Salad 


Colorful array of vegetables for a help- 
yourself supper— 
1 medium head cauliflower, 
cooked whole 
2 10-ounce packages frozen 
asparagus, cooked 
1 pound fresh green beans, 
cooked, or 2 1-pound cans 
1 bunch (6 to 8) carrots, cooked 
1 10-ounce package frozen peas, 
cooked, or 1 1-pound can 
1 1-pound can sliced beets 
French dressing (oil-vinegar type) 
Lettuce 


Drain cooked and canned vege- 
tables. Place each in separate dish. 
Pour French dressing over (omit 
for cauliflower) and chill about 2 
hours, turning occasionally. Line 
large platter or shallow bowl with 
lettuce. Set cauliflower in center in 
large lettuce cup and arrange other 
vegetables around, spoke-fashion. 
Garnish with onion rings and pars- 
ley, if desired. Serve with extra 
French dressing and mayonnaise.

Stuffed Baked Potatoes 


Cutslice from top of freshly baked 
potatoes or halve large ones length- 
wise.

Giant Sugar Cookies 

¥% cup shortening 

34 cup sugar 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

1 egg 

2 cups sifted enriched flour 

14 teaspoon baking powder 

16 teaspoon soda 

\4 teaspoon salt 

2 to 3 tablespoons milk 
Thoroughly cream shortening, sug- 
ar, and vanilla. Add egg and beat 
until mixture is light and fluffy. 
Sift together dry ingredients; add 
to creamed mixture alternately 
with milk, blending well. Divide 
dough in half. Chill 1 hour. (While 
rolling one half, keep other chilled 
till you’re ready to roll it.) On 
lightly floured surface, roll a little 
more than % inch thick. Cut with 
3-inch round cutter (or make larg- 
er pattern and cut around). 
Sprinkle tops with sugar. Bake on 
ungreased cooky sheet in moderate 
oven (375°) 10 to 12 minutes. Cool 
slightly and remove from pan. 
When cool, decorate edges with 
frill of confectioners’-sugar icing. 
Spell out guests’ names with red 
cinnamon candies, attaching with 
dot of icing. Makes about 144 
dozen. 


Popeorn Crackers 


Instead of “‘bang,”” these good-to-eat 
favors go “crunch” !— 

5 quarts popped corn 

2 cups sugar 

¥ cup light corn syrup 

11% cups water 

1 teaspoon vinegar 

4 _Seaepoon vanilla 

¥ teaspoon salt 

Keep popped corn hot and crisp in 
slow oven (300 to 325°). Combine 
remaining ingredients and cook to 
hard-ball stage (250°). Pour hot 
syrup over popped corn, mixing 
well.

present the whole problem to him 
straightforwardly. 

At the young age of 11, Bobby 
doesn’t need to know all the hard 
facts of his parents’ economic life. 
But a frank talk, explaining that 
“Dad’s work doesn’t bring him as 
much money as Mr. Jones’ work 
does,” and that his allowance is 
“fair and generous considering the 
family income,” should help over- 
come the child’s natural competi- 
tive jealousies. And, should win 
respect and sympathy for his par- 
ents’ efforts. 


Allowance stretching 


Since so many adults complain 
that they cannot make a budget 
work, we must understand that 
Junior’s allowance won’t always 
stretch between “‘paydays.” 

For the 5-year-old with his first 
spending money, “being paid” 
every day is almost mandatory. It 
is too much to expect the kinder- 
gartener to anticipate his needs 
and wishes five days or two weeks 
hence. 

While he should be encouraged 
to drop extra pennies into a bank 
for a “‘rainy day,”’ the first allow- 
ance should allow the youngster to 
satisfy regular, daily needs—the 
lunchtime milk, the bar of candy, 
the ice-cream cone, and so on. 

At this age, some “‘gimmes”’ will 
inevitably come from Father’s 
spare pocket—the new issue of 
Davy Crockett comics, the special 
movie, or whatever. 

In time, however, the period be- 
tween allowances should become 
increasingly longer. By the age of 
10, a weekly payday should be 


routine. 


Program for spending 


No parent ever will be complete- 
ly satisfied by the way children 
spend allowances. 

As adults, most of us have a pro- 
gram for spending. Mostly, we 
satisfy basic needs for food, shelter, 
and clothing. Partly, we buy lux- 
uries we could do without in a 
pinch. And, partly, we build secu- 
rity by saving what we can. All 
three uses for money, in proper 
proportions, should be encouraged 
in our youngsters. 

Too often, guidance given chil- 
dren in these matters reflects un- 
reasonable attitudes of parents. 
The penny-pinching, insecure fath- 
er is angry when his “spendthrift” 
son has no savings at the end of the 
week. The spendthrift mother 
makes no attempt to provide a 
realistic basis for her daughter’s 
expenditures. 

In such lack of guidance lie the 
seeds of tomorrow’s “‘money neu- 
rotics.”” A balanced budget reflects 
abalanced budgeting of emotion- 
al attitudes toward money. 

In a world rife with materialistic 
Values, parents have an obligation 
to help their children to goals and 
Values more important than those 
Marked exclusively with dollar

ing their daughters a favor by in- 
doctrinating them with the wish to 
“marry a rich man” and thereby 
“get everything you’d ever want.” 

Such guidance could well be 
supplanted by some _ practical 
training for the young miss who, 
chances are, will one day settle for 
a man with something less than a 
bank among his holdings. 

Mrs. Harris was faced with the 
problem of a 15-year-old daughter 
for whom money meant only some- 
thing to be spent—as quickly and 
as thoughtlessly as her wants de- 
manded. Ruth had never learned 
that an allowance was meant to 
provide a variety of necessities as 
well as luxuries. She was either un- 
willing or unable to put into prac- 
tice even the simplest notions of 
budgeting. For Ruth, it was tears 
and tantrums when she was denied 
that extra spring dress or the third 
movie in a week. 

This was a girl, in short, who 
needed to learn some responsibility 
before too many years had passed. 
To accomplish this, Mrs. Harris 
took a dramatic step. 


Ruts mother decided that it 
was high time her daughter had 
her monetary come-uppance. Soon 
after summer vacation began, she 
announced to Ruth that for the 
following month the daughter was 
to be responsible for budgeting the 
family’s expenditures. 

For this period, Ruth was to do 
all the purchasing of food and to 
decide which needs of her brothers 
(ages 7 and 11) had to be met im- 
mediately and which could be set 
aside. Her responsibilities included 
a survey of outstanding bills, a hard 
look at the checking account, and 
decisions as to which bills could 
and could not be paid. 

This youngster, in other words, 
was to change her role and assume 
for a month’s time the place of her 
mother in the management of the 
family’s economic affairs. Natural- 
ly, Mrs. Harris was willing to be 
consulted whenever her daughter 
felt in need of advice. Otherwise, 
the girl was completely on her own. 

As a matter of fact, there was no 
mixup. Faced with the responsibil- 
ity of running a household, Ruth 
was overcautious, virtually miserly 
about her financial affairs. 

But no one complained, and in 
recognition of her efforts, Mrs. 
Harris bought Ruth a new summer 
outfit. Most important, Ruth for 
the first time had sympathy for the 
role heads of households play in 
money management. Financially, 
she had come of age. 

Young men have frequently said 
to me, in contemplating marriage, 
**’?d marry her tomorrowif I could 
be sure that money wouldn’t ruin 
our lives.” With few exceptions, 
conversations with these potential 
husbands reveal that their fears of 
money were learned in their early 
years from parents whose lives 
were beset with unsolved dollar 
problems. 

The simple truth is that money 
can act as a force for great happi- 
ness and productivity or as the root 
of more than a dozen evils. The 
direction this force takes for our 
children can be influenced by the 
guidance and inspiration we are 
prepared to give them.
